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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claiming of a new use, new function or 
unknown property, which is inherently present in the prior art, does not necessarily make the claims of the instant application patentable 
(See In re Best). It is not necessary for the prior art to recognize each and every property obtained by the claimed composition, since the 
claimed composition and the composition disclosed in the prior art are substantially identical. In response to Applicant's argument, that the 
prior art does not teach a composition including an organic solvent that prevents polymers from gelling, it is noted that Rhee et al. teaches 
that the polymer is dissolved in organic solvent and the solvent is then evaporated (See e.g., Example 1). When the prior art device is the 
same as a device described in the specification for carrying out the claimed method, it can be assumed the device will inherently perform 
the claimed process (See MPEP 2112.02). 
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
